THE PURPOSE OF THE JUNIOR COLLEGE 


The purpose of the junior college in the U. S. can- 
not be summed up in one well-worded statement as 
many of us believe. A high school graduate cannot in- 
clusively term it “two years of advanced learning be- 
yond high school,” nor can a university man conclu- 


sively call it “my first two years of college,” 


and be to- 


tally right. It is much more than that. 

Those who cannot afford four years of college can 
afford two years—especially if the two-year institution 
is less expenive and in or near the home town, as in 


many cases it is. 


There are also many students who begin their 
courses in four-year colleges but drop out without hav- 
ing been graduated, and who would be happier if they 


had previously attended a

professional courses form a solid educational base for 
ltigh school grads to stand on. 

Junior college administrators know that thousands 
of high school grads will have only two more years of 
formal education, so, they strive to make these two years 
as beneficial to the students as they can. 

In the junior college, freshmen are given a chance 
to become well acquainted with faculty members, to take 
part in student activities and to make names for them- 
selves on an even level with the sophomores. 

Thus, one can see, that when the few-of-many 
above-mentioned factors are given proper considera- 
tion, a full one-sentence summary of the purpose of the 
junior college can scarcely be composed.

Placement Bureau 
Offers Opportunities 


Placement opportunities for 
junior college graduates and 
former students have been ex- 
ceedingly good during the past 
few months. Many of the out- 
standing graduates and last 
year’s first-year students have 
located full-time jobs in near-by 
areas. 


Both men and women students 
who would like to apply for 
jobs should file their applica- 
tions with Miss Anne Lescisin. 
Students do not have to wait un- 
til graduation to apply. If a stu- 
dent feels that he is trained and 
qualified to go out on some of 
the jobs, he should lose no time 
in submitting his application. 

During the past school year, 
the Placement Bureau has made 
607 placements. Of these, 348 
were temporary, 198 were part- 
time, and 61 were full-time jobs. 
Of the part-time jobs, 45 girls 
worked for their room and board 
and earned approximately $10 a 
month for work in the homes of 
Salinas families, 46 boys worked 
for meal jobs, some of whom 
worked also for their room and 
board. 

The Salinas Junior College 
finds that approximately 50 per 
cent of its students work at some 
job or other while gaining a 
higher education. 

The Placement Bureau also 
has valuable information on 
Civil Service Examinations both 
Federal and State, and also main- 
tains a vocational library where 
information and assistance in all 
types of work may be obtained.

Some of you~ good students 
who read the Batteries of last 
year may remember that in the 
spring our fancy lightly turned 
to raising Cain with some of the 
existing conditions at S.J.C., all 
of which we felt were degrading 
to the college. 

It all started, you see, when 
the Battery had a little fracas 
with the commission, when the 
latter objected to the manner in 
which the paper was run. The 
Battery, in turn, objected to the 
commission’s objection, and for 
quite a while the fur flew. 

But gradually, when a spirit of 
cooperation grew to replace the 
spirit of aggression, fine things 
were accomplished. Several new 
columns were inaugurated in the 
Battery, and each, like View- 
point, bore the intention of 
bringing various school problems 
to the attention of the students. 

Free -periods. for assemblies 
were suggested, and a student 
union and dormitories were also 
proposed. One of these ideas has 
since been realized, and we are 
still hoping for the other two. 
Another crusade which reigned 
supreme for some time was in- 
augurated when the terrific lack 
of school spirit at S.J.C. was be- 
coming something more than no- 
ticeable. But when the commis- 
sion and the Battery fought to- 
gether to retain this most valu- 
able asset to a college, it was re- 
tained. I hope that the new 
‘freshman class, now that it has 
firmly established itself as a part 
of this institution, will do its part 
in maintaining our school spirit, 
for when it is once lost, the 
whole student standard is great- 
ly. lowered. Old man experience 
has taught us that. 

Now there isn’t much space 
left in this column, so I'll be 
brief when I tell you that I think 
Gene Cava, at Men’s Club ‘meet- 
ing last Tuesday, hit upon an 
idea that looks like a winner— 
if the students really consider it 
thoroughly. It went something 
like this: 

Due to. the sorrowful attend- 
ance at some club meetings, es- 
pecially at ‘times when election 
of officers holds sway, many of 
’ the club leaders are found mur- 
muring words of disgust and dis- 
approbation. What to do? More 
publicity is the answer. To get 
more publicity there should be a

Don, who for the past several 
years has resided in Santa Cruz 
and was graduated from Santa 
Cruz high school, broke all ex- 
isting records for underwater 
swimming when he accomplished 
the feat by swimming underwa- 
ter for a distance of 353 feet. The 
old record, which has stood un- 
touched for fifteen years since 
1925, was 343 feet. 

Don was swimming for the wa- 
ter carnival team of Santa Cruz 
during one of their weekly water 
carnivals.

While negotiating the dis- 
tance, completely submerged, 
Don swam.a perfect breaststroke, 
using thirty-seven strokes in his 
two minutes and seven seconds 
of swimming.
